I have  much  pleasure  in  placing  before  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  1940,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that  in  spite  of  w/ar 
conditions  the  general  health  of  the  community  has  been  good. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  nearly  the  same  as  that  of  1939,  which 
showed  a substantial  increase,  compared  with  1938. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  but  I am 
pleased  to  say  that  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  1 year. 

Regarding  Tuberculosis,  there  Y/as  a substantial  decrease 
in  the  number  of  new  cases  - 16  against  24  in  the  previous  year,  while 
the  deaths  from  it  were  8 against  11. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  was  exactly  half  of  that 
of  1939,  - 7 against  14. 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  notified  showed  an  increase  being  double 
the  number  last  year,  but  it  was  of  a mild  type  again. 

Diphtheria  cases  notified,  shov/od  a reduction,  but  there  was 

one  death. 

During  the  year  under  review,  we  had  a number  of  casos  of 
Measles,  mild  in  typo  - no  death  Y/as  reported. 

There  were  15  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fovor  - 14  being 
taken  to  Hospital  and  5 deaths  wore  roported.  In  1939,  thoro  was  a 
similar  number  of  casos.  all  contacts  woro  swabbed  for  carriers  and  the 
necessary  measures  taken. 

This  being  a Reception  ..ran,  -l, 293  Unaccompanied  childron, 

32x  accompanied  children  and  202  adults  woro  rocoivod. 

The  childron  woro  all  examined  on  arrival,  and  on  the  wholo 
their  general  condition  was  good,  and  except  for  some  casos  of  skin 
affoctions  it  has  remained  good. 

A Hostel  was  established  to  deal  with  any  cases  requiring 
any  special  attention. 

I v/ould  like  to  pay  a tribute  to  Mrs  Jones,  the  Hostol,  and 
also  tho  Foster  Parents  for  their  care  of  their  charges  and  the  interest 
they  have  taken  in  thegt,  and  of  tho  children  I would  say  they  have  been 
Britons  in  the  truest  sense. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  James,  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  the  Council's  Staff  for  the  help  thoy  have  given  mo  during  the  year, 
and  also  Drs.  Jonos  and  Avans,  of  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  for  their  many 
kindnesses,  and  hero  too  I acknowledge  and  thank  tho  Staff  of  tho  County  Hall, 
under  Dr.  D.  Rocyn  Jonos,  for  their  services.

The  main  source  of  vater  supply,  which  is  obtained  from  the 
.ibertillery  nd  District  Aat^r  Board,  has  again,  on  the  whole  (during  tho  ¥oar) 
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^ boon  oxcollont  in  quality  and  fairly  plentiful. 

It  is  pi oa sing  to  note  that  with  the  excoption  of  a few 
isolated  placoa,  the  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  with  water  from 
the  Board's  main. 

The  Zingino^r  takes  samples  at  regular  intervals  and  ensures 

a safe  supply .

CLOSNT  nCCOl&miTION. 

The  district  is  well  served  with  efficient  sowers,  and 
practically  all  houses  in  all  the  built-up  areas  aro  provided  with 
wator-closots.  Thero,  remains,  howover,  a few  outlying  portions  of  the 
area,  and  houses  on  tho  hill-tops,  -which  are  not  within  a reasonable 
distance  of  tho  sowors:  those  are  provided  with  pail-closets. 

PUBLIC  CLZANSING. 

Owing  to  tho  war  Salvaging  was  introduced  and  it  was  found 
nocossary  to  reduce  tho  collection  of  Rofuso  from  3 to  2 days  per  weak.  . • 

On  tho  disposal  of  refuse,  I am  pleasod  to  ropoft  that  tho 
centralized  system  of  tipping  and  control  is  b^ing  carried  out  very 
satisfactory.

SHOPS. 

During  tho  yoar,  tho  Sanitary  Inspector  made  a survoy  of 
all  the  Shops  in  tho  aroa  in  compliance  with  the  Shops  Act,  1934  and  reports 
that  nearly  all  of  thorn  caro  satisfactory.  Whore  they  wore  not  in  all  respects 
in  compliance,  letters  wore  eont  to  the  occupiers  and  tho  matters  were 
immediately  attondod  to.

Extensive  facilities  are  provided  for  sun-bathing  and  gamoe. 
Facilities  arc  also  provided  for  Juvenile  instruction  and  twelve  schools 
received  instruction  during  the  past  year.

HOUSING  -CT.  1936.  - OVERCROP /DING . 

A numbor  of  houses  became  overcrowded  as  a result  of 
Mothers  and  childron  being  evacuated  from  the  ovacuable  areas.  As  tho 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  tho  Chief  Billeting  Officer,  this  was  abated 
by  removing  tho  ovacuoes  to  other  suitable  accommodation.

(a)  MILK  - The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  boon  visiting  tho  Dairies, 

Milkshops,  raid  Cow  shads  v/ithin  the  area  during  tho  yoar  and  many  improvements 
wore  effected  as  a result  of  such  visits. 

Special  effort  was  mado  during  tho  yoar  to  takosamplos  of 
Milk  from  all  producors  and  retailors  in  the  district  (in  conjunction  with 
the  County  Health  Dopartmont)  for  the  purposo  of  Bacteriological  Examination . 

Visits  woro  made  frequently  to  the  Shops,  Bakehouses  and 
other  promises  whore  foodstuffs  are  prepared  and  sold. 

Vans  and  Carts  used  for  tho  hawking  of  the  various  food- 
stuffs woro  carefully  watched  and  inspected  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.

INQUESTS 

Thero  v/oro  6 inquests  held  on  persons  residing  in  your 
area;  throe  woro  coal-minors,  two  were  housewives,  raid  one  a young  lady. 


PREVALENCE  OF.  uE  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  ID  OTHER  DISEASES. 

A large  numbor  of  skin  disoasos  occurred  in  the  district, 
tho  majority  being  evacuated  children.  These  cases  woro  dealt  with 
accordingly . 


Very  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  admission 
to  tho  Hospitals  namely:  Allt-yr-yn  Isolation  Hospital,  Newport,  Bodwollty 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  Monmouth  Isolation  Hospital. 

Tho  numbor  of  cases  of  each  disease  that  necessitated  removal 
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can  be  scon  in  the  prepared  table  (Notifiable  Diseases.) 

A supply  of  Diphtheria  ^nti-toxin  and  Stroptocidc  for 
Puerperal  cases  is  always  kept  at  the  Health  Department,  of  the  Council 
Officos,  and  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district  mako  full  use  of 
this  provision.  -Mi 

When  notification  of  an  Infoctious  Disease  is  received 
and  enquiries  reveal  that  there  are  school  children  in  the  home,  intimation 
is  .always  sent  to  the  Head  Toachcrs  of  the  respective  schools. 

After  any  Infectious  Disease  all  promisos  and  bedding 
are  fumigated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

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On  receipt  of  notification  of  a ca.se  of  Tuberculosis  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  pays  a visit  to  the  house  to  ascertain  conditions  and 
to  give  a supply  of  disinfectant. 

Where  patients  are  removed  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  the 
Inspector  again  pays  a visit  and  causes  the  premises  to  be  fumigated  and 
in  some  cases  walls  are  stripped*  and-  bedding  etc.,  destroyed.  In  the 
absence  of  a 'Steam  Disinfector  bodding  a.nd  other  clothes  cannot  be  troa.tod 
as  effectively  as  desired.

MEAT  - Thoso  important  dutios  wore  discharged  with  the  same  vigilance  as 
in  tho  past.

Sinco  tho  Mnis^ry^of  Food- brought -o-bou-t  -the..  centralization 
of  slaughtering,  it  7; as  nol  found  necessary*,  to  p,ay  visits  to  any  of  your 
private  SI  aught  c rhou  so  s in  your' district as' alx'-food  ariimals  wero  slaughtered 
at  the  ’’Buttry  Hatch11  Slaughterhouse,  Maesyewmmer . Nover-tho-less  inspections 
to  the  Mo  cat  Surveyors  Shops  had  to  be  carried  out  with  tho  same  caro  as 
in  tho  past. 


Pull  advantage  was  again  taken  by  persons  who  reared  pigs  on 
cottage  premises,  or  small  holdings,  and  killed  thereon  after  due  notice  of 
intended  slaughter  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  of  the  Ministry,  of 
Hoalth  Circular  (604),  tho  special  provisions  granted  by  the  Council,  and  in 
accordance  with  an  order  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OP  MILE . 

- .In  conjunction  with  the  Health  Department  of  the  County 
Council,  66  samples  .of  milk  (including  repeat  samples)  wore  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  for  tho  detection  of  tuberclo  bacilli. 

Tho  majority  of  samples  were  ladled  out  of  jacks,  serving-pails,  and  churns 
of  retailers  on  tho  street;  and  thw  standard,  bactoriologically ,-  on  the. 
wholo  was  fairly  satisfactory. 

Retailors  wfrpso  samples  were  not  of  the  desired  standard  were 
notifiod  and  interviewed  personally,  and  whero* repeat  sampling  and  consultations 
proved  unsatisf  actory, , tho.  vendors  responsible  were  reported  to  tho  Council 
and  further  measures  were  taken  to  ensure  that  these  samples  were  brought 
up  to  a satisfactory  standard. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  Tubercle  Bacilli  were  found 
in  cany  of  the  samples  taken.  Tho  carton  system  of  milk  delivery  has  not 
with  one  exception  been  introduced  into  this  district,  but  a number  of  milk 
purveyors  deliver  their  milk  in  sealed  bottles.

The  methods  employed  for  freeing  the  infested  houses  from 
bed  bugs  is  by  stripping,  spraying,  the  use  of  a Painter’s  Blow-Lamp,  and 
in  some  cases  Sulphur  Candlos. 

All  vacant  Council  Houses  are  immediately  notified  to  tho 
Health  Department.  A visit  is  then  made  to  the  promises  and  if  necessary 
disinfestation  is  carried  out  before  the  in-going  tonant  occupies  the  premises. 

No  stops  wore  taken  to  ensure  that  the  beds  of  in-going  tenants 
Were  free  from  bugs. 

Disinfestation  is  carried  out  in  tho  Council  Houses  by  direct 
labour,  and  in  other  cases  this  work  is  undertaken  by  tho  owners  or  occupiers. 


RATS  MICA  DESTRUCTION  aCT,  1919. 

Tho  powers  oxcorcisablo  by  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council 
having  boon  delegated  to  the  Council,  aro  being  administered  ( on  your 
instructions)  by  myself.  The  Sewers,  Tips,  Water  Courses,  and  all  property 
likley  to  bo  rat  infested  have  boon  systematically  baited  during  the  yoar, 
with  good  results.

It  is  regroted  that  some  people  still  prefer  to  tolerate  this 
very  costly  and  objectionable  nuisance,  rather  than  construct  thoir  promises  on 
rat-proof  lines,  so  that  no  access  or  harbourage  ca,n  bo  afforded  these  vermin. 
This  part  of  the  work  demands  a fair  amount  of  my  time,  and  to  succeed  in 
lcooping  these  pests  within  a reasonable  number  requires  periodical  baiting 
and  investigation.  Tho  baits  used  are  Cyanogas,  Barium  Carbonate,  and  Biscuits
